They Are Payable Beginning With The 


First Monday in This Month-- 


The Penalty. 


Taxes for the year 1901, under the 
law, are payable bogining on the first 
Monday in January. 
Both real and 
personal taxes are due then, but there 
is no .particular need of hurrying. 
There is no penalty for non-payment 
of taxes for quite a while, and until 
tbe penalty goes on the owner of 
property m ight as well keep the in­ 
terest on bis mdney as let the county 
have it, says the Duluth Herald. 
Personal property taxes need not 
be paid before March I, and real 
estate taxes need not be paid before 
Jan. I, though of course, 
waiting 
until the last day meams that the 
taxpayer will get involved in a rush 
of a lot of others that waited also. 
On the dates named above, if tbe 
taxes are not paid, penalties of IO 
per 
cent are added. 
If personal 
property taxes are not paid by April 
I they are turned over to the sheriff, 
who is likely to come around and 
take out some of tbe furniture to pay 
them with. 
Real estate taxes need not be paid 
all at once, 
if tbe taxpayer wants 
tim**. 
He can pay half his tax be­ 
fore June I and the other half before 
Nov. I, without any penalties. 
But 
if he docs not pay half before June I 
a penalty goes on the full tax, and if 
he pays half in May and does not pay 
the second half bv the l«?°t of Oct., a I 
penalty of IO per cent will then go j 
on the unpaid half. 
If nothing is paid during 1902, th** 
tax becomes delinquent on the first 
Monday in January, when another 
penalty of T> per cent goes on. 
On 
the first Monday in May, 1903, jf the 
tax is s-ti 11 unpaid, the property will 
be sold for taxes by the county audi­ 
tor. 
After that tbe amount paid in 
by the purchaser will draw interest 
at the rate of I per cent a month 
until the property is redeemed, 
lf 
it is not redeemed within three years 
the property becomes the absolute 
property of the purchaser. 
So says the law. at any rate, and 
the auditor will give the purchaser a 
deed which g ra n ts him the property. 
“ to have and to hold, unto the pur­ 
chaser, his heirs aud assigns, for­ 
ever," just the same as any other 
deed. 
As a m atter of fact, however, 
tax titles are not highly regarded, as 
they do not usually stand when they 
are attacked in a law suit.

Taxes for tbe year 1901, under the 
law, are payable begin ing on the first 
Monday in January. Both real mod 
personal taxes are due then, but there 
is no. particular need of hurrying. 
There Is no penalty for non-payment 
of taxes for qoite s while, and until 
tbe penalty goes on the owner of 
property might as well keep tbe in­ 
terest on bia mdney as let the county 
have it, says the Duluth Herald. 
Personal property taxes need not 
be paid before March 1, and real 
estate taxes need not bs paid before 
Jan. 1, though of course, waiting 
until tbe last day mesms that the 
taxpayer will get involved In a rush 
of a lot of others that waited also. 
On the daSro named above, if tbe 
taxes are not paid, penalties of 10 
per ceot are added. If personal 
property taxes are not paid by April 
1 they are turned over lo tbe sheriff, 
who is likely to come around and 
take out some of tbe furniture to pav 
them with. 
Real estate taxes need not he paid 
ail at once, if tbe taxpayer wants 
time. He cao pay half bis tax be- 
hre June 1 and tbe other half before 
Nov. I, without any penalties. But 
f be does not paj half before June 1 
a penalty goes on the full tax, and if 
be pays half in May and does not pay 
the second half by the last of Oct., a 
penalty of 10 per cent will then go 
on the unpaid half. 
If nothing is paid during 1902, the 
tax become* delinquent on tbe first 
Monday in January, when another 
penalty of fi per root goes on. On 
the first Monday in May, 1903, jf the 
tax is still unpaid, tbe property will 
be sold for taxes by tbe county audi­ 
tor. After that tbe amount paid in 
by the purchaser will draw interest 
at the rate of 1 per cent a month 
until tbe property ia redeemed. If 
it is not redeemed within three years 
tbe property becomes tbe absolute 
property of the purchaser 
So nays the law, at any rate, and 
the auditor will give tbe purchaser a 
deed which grants him the property, 
“to have and to bold, unto tbe pur­ 
chaser, bis heirs and assigns, for- 
ever,” just the same as any other 
deed. As a matter of fact, however, 
tax titles are not highly regarded, as 
they do not usually stand when they 
are attacked in a law suit.
